He told me to think well what I 
was doing; to think of my family and 
s a v e myself. 
He said he would see 
th at my family was cared for. 
When the confession was made Mr 
Partland led me on step by step and 
showed me all thath e wanted me to 
say. He told me th at what I said about 
the Tyler and Boule m urders was only 
t a k e n with the idea of making a strong 
chain of evidence to convict the offi 
cars of the W estern 
Federation ot 
Miners. 
He wanted the nam es of the 
officers of the federation used as much 
as possible all through the confession. 
Two or three days later W arden W hit­ 
ney brought the confession to me to 
sign."
